make the municipalities still more useful 
allies in the recovery effort he might 
work out a plan to refund their debts at 
interest rates bearing some relation to the 
present value of money. The cities can- 
not refund without help; witness what 
Mr. Fortin did to those that tried. 

With their future revenues ear- 
marked to pay ruinous high interest 
rates, the municipalities are in no position 
to make any contribution on their own 
account to the breaking up of unemploy- 
ment and the stimulation of business. 
They have little unused credit upon which 
to draw. The most they can do is func- 
tion as spenders of Dominion money in 
the creation of assured revenue-earning 
utilities and dwelling houses. They could 
not afford to borrow even 2 per cent 
money in any large amounts to put into 
street and other improvements charge- 
able against taxation; for their future 
tax-money is already pledged. 

A refunding of municipal debts at rea- 
sonable rates would result in one of two 
things. Taxes would be reduced and 
property—now a liability—would become 
again an asset. Or some of the municipal 
tax-money could be spent to hire men to 


make civic improvements — instead of 
going to make repeat-payments for im- 
provements made years ago. Effecting 


these changes would strengthen the re- 
sources of the municipalities, would en- 
able them to supplement the Government 
loans with fresh spendings of their own, 
and make them active instead of passive 
participants in the nation-wide attack 
upon unemployment.

Not Ready Yet For War 


Assertion that neither Germany nor Italy is 
ready for large-scale war is confirmed by Mr, 
M. W. Fodor, who witnessed the German “con- 
quest” of Austria as Chicago Daily News corre- 
spondent in Vienna. 


Now, back this continent, Mr, Fodor 
insists that Hitler's war machine bogged down 
badly in the 400-mile drive to Vienna because 
of synthetic rubber tires and poor Jubricants. 
This, though the columns had had two months 
of preparation on the German-Austrian border 
before the actual invasion early in March, 

“The Viennese,” he writes, “were properly 
impressed with Nazi might as they watched the 
columns of tanks and lorries rumble through 
their streets, But they did not know that every 
one of the heavy tanks and many lorries failed 
to get as far as Vienna. Their course was 
marked with a trail of flat tires and burned- 
out bearings.” 

Hitler, this correspondent adds, originally 
planned to occupy Austria by means of a Nazi 
putsch, which was to have been set off by the 
assassination of Herr Muff, the German military 
attache in Vienna, Himmler, the powerful 
head of the Gestapo, however, persuaded Hitler 
that Von Papen “should be sacrificed” instead. 
What spoiled this plan was that Von Papen was 
tipped off. He left at once for Berchtesgaden 
and sold the Chancellor the idea of inviting Dr. 
Schuschnigg for his “third degree” party there.

In yesterday's article I described what I 
consider to be the main causes of asthma and 
pointed out that this condition is often found 
in those with poorly developed diaphragms, A 
definite diaphragmatic weakness is often pres- 
ent, In such cases, it is usually a good plan 
for the patient to take certain breathing 
exercises to develop a strong chest and 
diaphragm, 

After asthma has developed, these exercises 
alone can not be used during the first part of the 
treatment. In a typical case of bronchial asthma, 
it is first necessary to free the diaphragm from 
any pressure due to stomach gas, and to get rid 
of any large amount of mucus which may be 
clogging the bronchial tubes. The quickest way 
to accomplish these results is through the fasting 
and dieting treatment. 

The asthmatic patient should start on a fast, 
either using plain water, or, besides a large 
amount of water, using a small amount of fruit 
juice. Orange or grapefruit juice seems to be 
well suited for the purpose, but in some cases it 
seems that faster results are obtained if the fruit 
juices are left out and only plain water is used 
for about five days. 

Fruit juices contain some sugar and this may 
continue to cause flatulence even when the 
patient is not eating any other food. The fast 
will usually stop the wheezing within 48 hours, 
although in some of the severe cases, it will not 
be possible for the patient to eliminate all of the 
bronchial mucus during the fast and a slight 
wheeze will continue for some time, 

After the breathing becomes normal and there 
is no oppressive tightness in the chest, the 
patient may start on a three meal a day plan, 
using a reasonable amount of eggs, meat, fish 
and other proteins, together with the non-starchy 
vegetables. The following is a good plan at this 
time: 

BREAKFAST: One egg; choice of the follow- 
ing cooked vegetables: spinach, asparagus, string 
beans, summer squash, celery, and carrots; also 
a small dish of stewed fruit. 


LUNCHEON: Choice of one or two of the 
vegetables listed for breakfast. Also, a salad 
vegetable, 


DINNER: The same kind of vegetables given 
for breakfast, with the addition of one-fourth of 
a pound of lean meat, mutton, chicken, fish or 
rabbit. This diet should be continued for several 
weeks, and one enema is to be taken each day. 
Do not add starches or sugars and omit milk, Use 
butter as desired for seasoning the vegetables. 
As recovery is established, gradually add the 
starches, Sugars and milk, being very careful as 
to the manner in which this is done, owing to 
their tendency to produce excessive mucus in 
the patient with an asthmatic tendency.

Questions and Answers 
QUESTION—Mrs. S. F. states: “I remember 
reading in one of your articles that those with 


thin, sensitive skins should not use an excessive 
amount of soap; however, I disregarded the 
warning and went rig on taking a hot bath 
every day, using an abundant lather. Now, 
every time I take a bath my skin feels dry and 
itchy. The itching is so strong that I nearly go 
wild for at least twenty minutes after getting 


out of the tub. My friend suggests using cold 
cream or olive oil but I am afraid this will clog 
up the pores. Should I bathe less frequently in 
order to allow the natural oil to accumulate? 
Should I use friction?” 

ANSWER: The application of oil to a dry skin 
will tend to soften it and make it more flexible 
and less likely to itech. The marked itching which 
you describe is fairly common and is called 
“bath pruritis.” There is no reason to believe 
that the application of olive oil or cold cream 
would cause the pores to clog. You would prob- 
ably benefit from using one or the other. In all 
likelihood, you will find the skin condition will 
improve if, when bathing, you use soap as spar- 
ingly as ble. Perhaps you have been using 
a soap ich is too strong—if so, a mild soap 
would be better. When you are rubbing the oil 
into the skin you would probably obtain al] the 
friction necessarp, You will find that exposing 
the skin to sunlight and air will improve its tone, 
although as the skin is thin and delicate, over- 
exposure must be avoided as your skin is likely 
to burn easily, When bathing, try using tepid 
water and avoid rubbing the skin after the bath

Only six months be- 
fore, he and Lady Stanley had 
sent a birthday greeting to Sir 
John: “Many happy returns of the 
day and may health, happiness and 
prosperty attend you.
